This forced tlia rapid oollectlon of 
outstanding debta, with raaultaat bard- 
ablp to debtors. Under bimetaUisiu 
Boefe rapidly rvcOverad from Ibis panic, 
bat from the |aiotca later on, under the 
alDfIc gold standard, liome never re* 
eofered. The debasement of the silver 
coinage under .Yaro waa conllnad to 
the uaa of from live to ten per cent, 
of alloy. (See Mommsen's “Ueseb. des 
rom. UunawescUB," {Ages 7S4. 7M.) As 
our own coinnge Is only IHMJ flne, this al¬ 
loying under Nero can hardly be celled 
a “debasemeuL” Ur. Weis says tbsi 
the edk't of Ileliogsliatus. mskiiig gold 
the sole legal tender for taxes, "was 
no more going on a gold basis than it 
would be going on a moon ivasis, had he 
detnsndevl taxes paid lo slices of the 
moon." That la very true, and history 
shows tlMl he ealablishcd the gold, 
and not the "moon** basis. Mr. Weis 
aays that llome’s disasters did not re*

('sBliaowers 

There or# few uiore delicious vegeta¬ 
bles than a well-grown cauliflower, but 
unfortunately it wants to go off to the 
mountains with fashionable society 
when hot weather arrives. If its de¬ 
sires are not gratlflrd, it speedily runs 
to seed. Jn hiost {Uiru of the United 
Stales, therefore, it Is a rather scarce 
vegetable. In the more northern por- 
tion. however, very good results may 
I - .id by sowing under gissa about the 
l.o.e luuiutocs are sown. Young plants 
•et out early in very rich earth will gen- 
rrmlly do fairly wdll. capeelally II very 
early varieties are Elected. In the 
wariuer regions they can only be had 
hy sowing In September, sud then grow¬ 
ing the plsjits under frames. Tbs 
beads then come in for use by early 
tpring. It ia jNMwIble that, in oom* 
southern localities good cauliflower 
xiuld be had wholly outdoors in winter 
time.—Meehan's Monthly.
